You  have  appointed,  in  direct  opposition  to  my 
known  “judgments”  and  “admonitions,”  a  species  of 
services  unknown  to  the  Church,  and  inconsistent  with 
that  decency  and  order  which  characterize  all  her  in¬ 
stitutions, — a  species  of  services,  liable  as  your  own 
advertisement  shows  to  great  abuses,  and,  in  my  judg¬ 
ment,  not  allowed  by  that  discipline  which  “  by  the 
authority  of  God's  word,  and  the  order  of  this  Church,” 
is  committed  to  me.  In  consequence  of  this  act  of  mis¬ 
behaviour, — for  the  commission  of  which  I  must  so¬ 
lemnly  admonish  you,  as  violating  the  order  and  de¬ 
cency  of  the  Church, — I  now,  by  virtue  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  40th  Canon,  forbid  you  to  officiate  again  in 
the  diocese  of  New-Jersey. 

The  letter  of  Mr.  W.  in  reply,  is  principally  a  de¬ 
fence  of  the  meetings  which  he  had  held,  and  that 
which  he  designed  to  hold,  in  accordance  with  the  ad¬ 
vertisement,  but  which  in  fact  was  not  held, — with 
what  success,  we  will  not  say,  inasmuch  as  we  do 
not  notice  the  case  to  discuss  its  merits,  but  simply  to 
make  such  a  statement  of  facts,  as  we  consider  a  duty 
in  justice  to  both  the  parties  concerned. 

Church  Periodicals. — The  following  suggestions  of 
the  Churchman  are  good,  and  have  long  been  acted 
upon  in  our  office.  The  Recorder  has  been  sent  gra¬ 
tuitously  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Church,  to  the  Theolo¬ 
gical  Seminaries  at  New- York  and  Alexandria,  and  a 
large  number  of  other  institutions  of  a  religious  or  be¬ 
nevolent  character.  They  are  indebted  for  this  to  the 
liberality  of  our  publisher,  to  which  it  gives  us  plea¬ 
sure  to  bear  testimony. 

“  May  we  suggest  to  our  contemporaries  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  rule  similar  to  that  which  has  been  acted  on 
by  the  Churchman  and  the  Protestant  Episcopalian, 
and  perhaps  others,  to  send  their  papers  gratuitously 
to  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  1  Such  a  course  seems 
no  more  than  a  just  tribute  of  respect,  and  may  favour 
in  some  degree  the  general  interests  of  the  Church. 

“  We  would  add  to  this  the  suggestion  that  our  pe¬ 
riodicals  should  be  sent  gratuitously  to  the  Theological 
Seminaries,  or  at  least  to  the  General  Theological 
Seminary — not  for  present  use,  but  on  condition  of 
their  being  preserved  and  added  to  the  library  of  the 
institutions.  We  arc  not  aware  that  such  a  measure 
has  been  adopted  by  the  proprietors  of  the  Church¬ 
man,  or  any  other  of  our  periodicals,  but  its  import¬ 
ance  in  securing  documents  for  reference  in  future 
times,  is  obvious.  If  these  suggestions  are  nut  ap¬ 
proved,  we  hope  they  will  be  received  as  they  are 
given,  in  a  friendly  spirit.”

Report  of  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Bowman,  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  St.  Francisville. 

Owintr  to  the  heterogenous  character  of  this  con¬ 
gregation,  it  is  difficult  to  say  what  number  of  com¬ 
municants  are  really  attached  to  the  Protestant  Episco¬ 
pal  Church— they  probably  do  not  exce^  eight  or 
ten ;  there  have  been  three  baptisms  during  the  past 
year. 

The  ill  health  of  the  rector  caused  an  interruption 
in  the  services  of  the  Church,  from  about  the  middle 
of  September,  1833,  until  near  the  Ist  May,  1^— 
since  the  latter  date  there  has  been  no  interruption. 

The  rector  has  nothing  important  to  report  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  congregation. 
The  congregations  assembled  for  public  worship,  have 
been  very  respectable,  and  there  is  evidently  a  grow¬ 
ing  attention  to  the  services  of  the  sanctuary. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  A.  Fox,  minister  of 
Christ  Church,  New  Orleans. 

Mr.  Fox  took  charge  of  this  Church  on  the  Ist  of 
December,  1833.  From  the  decease  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hull  until  that  time,  tho  Church  had  been  closed. 
The  congregation  has  been  gradually  increasing.  The 
present  Church  edifice  being  found  insufficient  to  meet 


of  the  spacious  and  adjoining  burial  grounds  of  St. 
Philip’s  and  the  Circular  Churches,  are  we  mainly  in¬ 
debted  for  the  arrest  of  the  fire  at  the  point  where 
it  ceased.  The  houses  destroyed  were  mostly  of  small 
value,  and  occupied  by  persons  in  moderate  ’circum¬ 
stances,  and  many  of  them  by  persons  of  colour.  The 
loss  sustained  by  the  fruiterers,  who  occupied  the 
wooden  buildings  on  Market  street,  must  be  severe ; 
and  we  doubt  not  that  the  charitable  spirit  of  our  citi¬ 
zens  will  be  needed  and  invoked  to  lessen  in  some 
measure  the  severity  of  this  calamity  to  the  sufferers. 
The  amount  of  insurance  on  the  property  destroyed 
is  variously  estimated  at  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand 
dollars.  Many  of  the  sufferers,  however,  are  doubtless 
uninsured. 

The  large  livery  stable  on  Church  street,  occupied 
by  Chapman  &  Biifort,  containing  a  large  quantity  of 
grain,  hay,  4lc.  is  entirely  consumed.  The  horses, 
however,  were  all  saved. 

We  learn  that  a  negro  man,  belonging  to  Mr. 
Schnierlie,  was  let  down  by  a  rope  upon  the  roof  of 
the  Circular  Church,  on  one  occasion,  to  extinguish

The  most  striking  feature  in  this  calamity  is  the 
destruction  of  Sl  Phillip’s  Church,  commonly  known 
as  the  Old  Church.  This  venerable  structure,  which 
has  for  more  than  a  century  (having  been  built  in 
1723.)  towered  among  us  in  all  the  solemnity  and  no¬ 
ble  proportions  of  antique  archi.ecture — constituting 
a  hallowed  link  between  the  past  and  the  present 
with  its  monumental  memorials  of  the  beloved  and 
honoured  dead,  and  its  splendid  new  organ,  (which 
cost  $4,500)  is  now  a  smoking  ruin.  Although  wide¬ 
ly  separated  from  the  burning  houses  by  its  burial 
ground,  the  upper  part  of  the  steeple,  the  only  portion 
of  it  externally  composed  of  wood,  took  fire  from  the 
sparks  which  fell  upon  it  in  great  quanliliea.  H  i*
